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fi Visit To Philly

S ome people go to coin 
conventions for the 
auction, and some to 
endlessly cruise the bourse to fill 
holes in their collection. Then 
there are people like me who go 
for the clubs, exhibits, seeing 
old numismatic friends and 
making new ones. Such was my 
recent trip to the ANA 
Convention in Philadelphia. 

Monday, 6 August, I 
departed my home in Nashua, 
NH and took the bus to Boston’s 
South Station where I boarded 
an AMTRAK train to the City of 
Brotherly Love. There were 
some maintenance-of-way 
problems which resulted in 
arrival about three hours behind 
schedule. My intention to visit 
the show and say’“Hi” was 


scrapped as everyone had 
departed the convention center 
by the time I was settled in the 
hotel. 

I arrived at the 

convention center at the earliest 
possible time on Tuesday 
morning. One of my primary 
tasks was to help staff the club 
table for the Medal Collectors 
of America (MCA), the first one 
for the club. Having the ID pass 
for the table allowed me to enter 
the bourse during early bird 
hours. After setting up the 
table, I proceeded to meet 
friends as I found them. The 
Exhibit Judges’ meeting was the 
first thing on the agenda. This 
is a duty I take very seriously as 
I believe it is the most important 
thing I can do at any 
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convention. After receiving my 
assignments (the Medals class 
and YN best-of-Show), we got 
busy with our judging and were 
finished before the day was 
done. With the scoring sheets 
turned in, I then had lots of time 
for the rest of the show. 

Downtown Philly in the 
vicinity of the Pennsylvania 
Convention Center is a 
crammed-in space. The Center 
itself occupies two full city 
blocks, between 13* and 11* 
Streets with 12* Street running 
under the building. Narrow side 
streets bound the building on the 
north and south sides, and across 
from the main entrance is the 
Reading Terminal Market 
(remember “Take a Ride on the 
Reading” from Monopoly? This 
market is in the old train 
station). Therein are all sorts of 
fresh foods and myriad lunch 
stands. Tuesday I had a pork 
sandwich at Dime’s, an 
establishment featured on the 
Travel Channel, and which is in 
competition for the Best 
Sandwich in America. Boy was 
that good! 

Tuesday evening 
festivities were at the 
Constitution Center just a few 
blocks from the hotel and at the 
edge of the Historical District. 


This was the annual Kickoff 
dinner, but 1 was not very 
impressed, although most of the 
other attendees I talked with 
enjoyed it. The best part of the 
experience was wandering 
through the Signers’ Hall, where 
life-size bronze statues of each 
of the signers of the Constitution 
were assembled. George 
Washington was certainly a big 
man! 

Wednesday was largely 
spent at the MCA table. The 
club had issued its first medal 
this year and one of the goals 
was to sell it to members and the 
public. Created by Alex Shagin, 
it is a large 60mm medal in 
silver and bronze that was made 
by spin casting since the dies 
kept breaking. One of the hot 
issues at this show was the 
extension of the Hobby 
Protection Act and I sent a 
message to my congresscritter, 
courtesy of the ICTA (Industry 
Council for Tangible Assets) 
table. Every numismatist in this 
country should join this 
organization as they are 
protecting all of us and need all 
the help they can get 
(www.ictaonline.org). Dues for 
dealers is expensive but very 
reasonable for collectors. 

Tuesday also saw me filling the

EXHIBITORS 

All Members of NENA in good standing and who submit a standard NENA exhibit application 
at least two (2) weeks prior to the conference date will be eligible to exhibit. NENA reserves 
the right to accept or reject any exhibit. 

CATEGORIES 
Categories are: 

United States Coins 
Foreign Coins 

Ancients (before 1300) and Medieval 
Paper Money 
Tokens and Medals 

Miscellaneous (items not covered by above) 

Junior (under age 18 [any material]) 

Exhibits are Competitive and Non-Competitive: 

An Exhibitor may enter only one competitive exhibit. Non-Competitive exhibits will be 
accepted on a space-available basis at the discretion of the Exhibit Chairman. The Exhibitor 
will designate the exhibit category on the application; however, the Exhibit Chairman, after 
conferring with the Exhibitor, may transfer the exhibit to a different category. 

SPACE 

A non-competitive exhibit may comprise up to three (3) cases. Other conditions for 
competitive exhibits apply. No special locations, electrical connections, lights or special 
gimmicks will be permitted. NENA will provide supplemental lighting for all exhibits, if 
necessary. 

MATERIAL 

All material shall be the property of the Exhibitor. Exhibitors shall not violate any government 
regulation. Forged, spurious or counterfeit material in an exhibit for educational purposes shall 
be clearly identified as such. 

SETL P/REMOVAL 

Exhibits may be set up between 10am to 6pm on Friday, October 4“', and between 9am to 
10am on Saturday, October 5*. Exhibits must be set up prior to 10 am on Saturday, October 
5'*', 2013. Exhibits may not be removed until after awards presentation. Exhibits must be 
removed before 5pm on Saturday, October S*. All materials shall be prepared, set up, and 
removed by the Exhibitor unless prior arrangements have been made in writing with the 
Exhibit Chairman, to appoint one person as agent for the purpose of set-up, removal, and 
acceptance of any award bestowed on the Exhibitor. 

SECURITY 

All Exhibitors will lock their cases in the presence of the Exhibit Chairman. Once the case is 
locked, it can not be opened by the Exhibitor until the exhibit is removed.

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Henry Voigt's Large Cent 
Chain design of 1793 

by John Dirnbauer 


T lie first regular coins 
minted by the federal 
government with its own 
machinery and within its own 
building, were the 36,103 Chain 
cents struck at the Philadelphia 
Mint, March 1-12, 1793. The 
dies for these four obverse and 
two reverse combinations were 
cut by Henry Voigt. Coinage 
halted after a twelve day run 
because the Mint ran out of 
coin planchets. 

Voight was Chief 
Coiner, and considered the most 
able man available for the job. 
However, his blacksmith and 
mechanic skills, appropriate for 


the striking of coins, were very 
different from those skills 
needed for the hand-cutting of 
steel dies. Thus, his coin 
designs were kept quite simple. 
Once the layout drawings had 
been completed, imparted to the 
die blanks by transfer wax, and 
incised by hand, an apprentice 
could then safely enter lettering 
and numerals. 

The Mint did truly need 
the services of a Chief Engraver 
but no qualified candidates 
were available. No one had yet 
been found with the skills for 
making device punches. These

skills were, of course, necessary 
for the mass production of dies 
needed for the striking of 
millions of substantially 
identical coins. 

This die making stuff 
was tricky business. If the head 
of Ms. Liberty was to have any 
appreciable relief (and it could 
not have been much, given the 
small hand-powered coin 
presses then in use), then the 
reverses had to be 
of a simple, open 
layout with plenty 
of blank space in 
the central areas. 

The chain device 
was an obvious 
reference to the 
chains on the 
Continental 
fractional currency 
of February 1776, the 
Continental tin patterns of 1776, 
and the Fugio cents of 1787 
though now with the issuing 
authority spelled out as 
UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA. Use of the decimal 
fraction 1/100 reaffirmed the 
government’s commitment to 
the decimal system and 
attempted to reach the then large 
class of people who could 
recognize numerals but could 
not read words. Jacob Bay, a 


resident of Germantown, PA, 
had been making letter punches 
full-time for the Mint since 
December 1792. Either Bay or 
Voigt could have easily cut a 
link punch to create the chain 
design. 

The choice of the chain 
device, however, appears to 
have been ill-timed. Many 
people deplored any attempt to 
associate liberty with the chains 
of slavery. Not 
many people 
believed that the 
links of the chain 
represented the 
unity of the United 
States. Dr. 

William Sheldon 
was somewhat 
fond of quoting a 
certain unnamed 
critic who alluded to “Liberty 
in chains.” 

The obverse of the very 
first United States coin was 
certainly not above criticism. 

As Walter Breen remarked on a 
number of occasions, “despite 
extremely fine lines, the hair on 
Ms. Liberty’s head looks 
disheveled, then connoting 
failure of respectability and 
either madness or savagery.” 
Garble Pollock’s oft-quoted 
1796 comment was also less

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"Money, Money, Money!" 
fl Program for YNs 

by Robert Hess 



oth Bill Harkins and 
George Bilodeau have 
asked me to share 


about a terrific YN program 
which I have initiated at 
Marianapolis Preparatory 
School in Thompson, CT, 
where I teach math and physics. 
Marianapolis is a grade 9-12 
college prep, day and boarding 
school with approximately 380 
students drawn from MA, CT 
and RI as well as several 
countries overseas. For the past 
few years, we have 
experimented with offering an 
experiential learning program 
called LEAP week during the 
time just prior to our Spring 
Break (this year from 3/11-15). 
The goal of these week-long 
events is to deepen our 
student’s personal development 
by addressing what we call 
KNIGHT’S QUEST themes. 
[Marianapolis’ mascot is the 
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“Golden Knight” and 
KNIGHT’S QUEST is an 
acrostic for Knowledge, 
Nobility, Integrity, Generosity, 
Health, Teamwork, Spirituality, 
Questioning, Understanding, 
Equality, Service and Truth.] 
Earlier in the year, students 
selected which course they 
wished to join and, by lottery, 
were placed in groups ranging 
from service trips to Peru or to 
Maine, hiking the Appalachian 
Trail, exploring the American 
Southwest or taking an 
immersion into early New 
England history. [For a more 
detailed overview, visit the 
school website at http:// 
www.marianapolis.org/ 

page.cfm?p=1163] . 

“Money, money, 
money!” was one of 19 such 
courses, running in its second 
year. Originally, I knew I 
wanted to teach something I was 






passionate about, so teaching a 
course about numismatics was 
a “no-brainer!” However, as 
one who became an 
enthusiastic coin collector later 
in life, I realized that my 
knowledge base (while 
growing) was not yet at the 
level where I would feel 
comfortable leading a week- 
long event. Fortunately, I have 
LOTS of collector friends from 
the Worcester County 
Numismatic Society who have 
forgotten more about 
numismatics than I’ll ever 
know! So I organized my 
friends into sharing what they 
are passionate about and acted 
as a facilitator for the week. 
Several weeks prior to the first 
meeting, I ordered 2013 
Redbooks for each member of 
the class and gave them out at 
the same time as I showed them 
some of the coins in my own 
collection. This they greatly 
enjoyed; many had never seen 
any older coins before. Each 
received a reading assignment 
in the Redbook. 

During LEAP week, the 
speakers came and shared with 
the class Monday through 
Thursday from 8:00 am until 
3pm. Mike Simpson (WCNS 
co-president) started us off. 


speaking on ''This is money?!,” 
covering what types of items 
constitute money in different 
times and cultures. His show- 
and-tell items were a big hit. He 
was followed by John Ferreri 
(Mansfield, CT Numismatic 
Society program chairman) who 
presented a terrific power point 
presentation on”“Whaf s in’yoMr 
wallet?” dealing with US 
currency from obsolete bank 
notes to those currently in 
circulation. George Bilodeau 
(WCNS secretary) gave a power 
point presentation on “How 
Coins and Medals are made” 
which covered the minting 
process and how dies are 
created. The highlight for the 
first day was Ted Swol, a local 
blacksmith who George had 
invited to come. He really stole 
the show! Ted demonstrated the 
die making process, allowing the 
students to practice engraving on 
some scrap metal he brought 
along. [I took some raw video of 
the kids interacting with Ted and 
to me it was exciting to watch 
their enthusiasm exponentially 
grow.] And that was just 
Monday! 

On Tuesday, John Frost 
(WCNS co-president) covered a 
wide variety of topics including 
the odd-ball denominations.

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1793 Cent Continued 
than complimentary:’". . . a 
plough and a sheaf of wheat 
would be better than an idiot’s 
head with flowing hair which 
was meant to denote Liberty, 
but which the world will 
suppose was intended to 
designate the head of an Indian 
squaw.” Dr. 

Sheldon even got in 
on the fun when he 
cited an anonymous 
gibe at the”“wild 
squaw with the 
heebie jeebies.” 

The border 
of our beloved 
1793 cents consists 
of a plain, raised lip without 
beading. This plain border 
either did not strike up very 
well, or it wore down too fast, 
or maybe both. Thus, beads 
were added to the Wreath cent 
and half cent dies. Without this 
significant change, the coins 
probably would not have 
stacked. 

The metallurgical 
knowledge of the day was most 
certainly lacking. Thus, die 
steel was of poor quality. 
Coinage dies did not last very 
long. One needs only review 
the mintage records of the era 
and to look at the price 


progression of the Chain cents 
to confirm this fact. 

Breen believed that of 
the 36,103 Chain cents minted, 
that probably only 5% (1500- 
2000 coins) survive in all 
grades. Most of the survivors 
are low grade because of the 
wear caused by the inadequate 
borders on the 
coins. The story 
and history of the 
very first Federal- 
issue coins is quite 
interesting and 
appealing to the 
inquisitive minds 
of serious 
numismatists. 

In closing, I 
would add the following 
exclamation point to this brief 
review of the 1793 Chain cents. 
Less than one week after the 
coins first appeared. The Mail 
and Claypoole’s Daily 
Advertiser, two of 
Philadelphia’s newspapers of 
the day, ran the following story. 
It was quickly copied in other 
papers up and down the East 
Coast: 

The American cents .. 

. do not answer our.. 

expectations. The chain on the 
reverse is but a bad omen for 
liberty, and Liberty herself 
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appears to be in a fright. May 
she not justly cry out in the 
words of the Apostle, 
“Alexander the coppersmith 
hath done me much evil; the 
Lord reward him according to 
his works!” 

For the first time (but 
not the last), bad press and 
bad publicity forced the 
United States Mint to abandon 
an adopted coin design, and 
unintentionally create a rarity 
in the process. Students and 
collectors of early American 
coins are the beneficiaries of 
this situation and story.

T he New England Numismatic Association is now accepting applications for 
this year’s Exhibits Competition. The competition will take place during our 
69'*’. Conference and Convention on Saturday October 5'*’, 2013 at the 
Radisson Hotel. Center of New Hampshire. Manchester, NH. 

One of the strengths of NENA in the past has not only been the numismatic 
bourse at the conventions but the education of fellow numismatists and the public 
through speakers, club meetings and exhibiting. Last year we had 11 exhibitors that 
included one Y.N. Exhibitor and a special Marque Exhibit of Liberty Seated Coinage. 
As an incentive to get more Y.N. involvement in our Exhibit Program all youngsters 
under the age of 18 will receive a free one year Junior Membership for submitting an 
application and placing an Exhibit during this year’s Exhibit Competition. 

Exhibiting is a wonderful way of sharing, educating and imparting your 
knowledge to fellow numismatists and especially the public. The beauty of an exhibit 
can encourage others to collect similar material or may be attractive to people 
because of the numismatic knowledge people may learn. Exhibits can be competitive 
or Non-Competitive and set up not to compete but to show or impart numismatic 
information to the public. There is always a need for exhibits and they truly 
complement a good numismatic show. 

In this issue of NENA News we have included the Exhibit Rules and 
Application. The Application needs to be filled out letting the Exhibit Coordinator (s) 
know the time of arrival one is going to set up the exhibit. All exhibitors have a 
deadline to fill out and send an application with the title and numismatic area of 
exhibiting, and the Exhibits have to be set up by a certain time so that cases can be 
locked and judged. An exhibit would consist of a title, numismatic items and usually 
but not necessarily numismatic information. Numismatic information usually 
enhances an exhibit especially if the exhibiting is to be competitive with judging. On 
request NENA will provided the use of a display case if one is needed. 

Awards will be presented at the NENA Annual Meeting based on the 
overall rating of the Judges. The Best of Show award will be presented to the exhibit 
which has the highest overall rating and will receive an engraved pewter tray and a 
prize award of a 1/10 ounce gold Eagle. 

The People’s Choice Award will be decided by ballots cast by exhibit viewers and 
will receive an engraved plaque with a NENA medal affixed to it, also a loz. Silver 
Eagle. 

Junior Applicants under age 18 will also be eligible to receive a Y.N. Award 
Plaque for First, Second or Third Place. In addition the First Place Y.N. will receive a 
one ounce Silver Eagle. All Exhibitors will receive a NENA Exhibitors medal.

All Members of NENA in good standing and who submit a standard NENA exhibit application 
at least two (2) weeks prior to the conference date will be eligible to exhibit. NENA reserves 
the right to accept or reject any exhibit.

An Exhibitor may enter only one competitive exhibit. Non-Competitive exhibits will be 
accepted on a space-available basis at the discretion of the Exhibit Chairman. The Exhibitor 
will designate the exhibit category on the application; however, the Exhibit Chairman, after 
conferring with the Exhibitor, may transfer the exhibit to a different category. 

SPACE

On Friday, the students 
were to make a presentation 
before the rest of the school, 
sharing what they had learned 
and experienced. I wrapped 
things up by giving them time to 
prepare for their talk and by 
holding an”“auction” of items 
which had been donated by a 
number of club members (a BIG 
thank you to all!). Everyone 
walked away with items to help 
their personal collections grow 
as well as some neat coins. 
Working with YNs is a 
rewarding experience — to see 
kids soak in the new knowledge 
and become enthusiastic about 
something that we are passionate 
about is a great encouragement. 
Hopefully, many of these two 
dozen young people taught over 
the past two years will continue 
to grow in their passion for 
collecting coins.

The ANA was founded 
in 1891 and is a federally 
chartered educational 
organization.

It reflects political 
happenings from the reigns of 
monarchies to the progress of 
democracies.

Money 
touches every aspect of our 
lives. The ANA exists to help 
us learn about that important 
cultural and historical asset that 
is money. 

People have been 
collecting money since the time 
of the ancient Greeks. Greek 
“staters,” as the coins were 
called, were made of a natural 
alloy of gold and silver called 
electrum and were introduced in 
the country of Lidya in Asia 
Minor around 600 B.C. In the 
United States, coin collecting 
became a thriving hobby in the 
mid-19'*’ century. After the 
demise of the half cent and large 
cent in 1857 and the birth of the 
flying eagle and Indian head 
cents, collectors began 
searching for and saving large 
copper cents by date. 

Collectors carefully arranged 
their treasure in special velvet- 
lined trays stored in mahogany 
coin cabinets. 

Since the early days of 
collecting the coinage of the 
United States Mint, a varied and 


popular hobby has developed. 
This exciting pastime has grown 
and prospered because it offers 
so much diversity and so many 
options to those who become 
involved in collecting. Many 
fine books and articles have 
been written which explore the 
manufacture of American 
coinage. By organizing and 
learning about the history of our 
coins, how they are made, why 
the designs are used and 
changed, and the stories and 
legends surrounding each piece 
of gold, silver, nickel, or copper, 
a collector gains greater 
satisfaction from the unique 
assortment that makes up his or 
her collection. 

The ANA could guide 
your journey into the world of 
money. The ANA has 
challenged people in their 
collecting interests and 
provided information to its 
members for almost 125 years. 
Looking to the future, the ANA 
is charting a course for 
collectors and encouraging 
young and old alike to discover 
and explore the exciting and 
educational world of money.

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Coin Club of Greater New 
Bedford Celebrates 75th 
Anniversary 


T his year, 2013, marks 
the seventy-fifth 
anniversary for the 
Coin Club of Greater New 
Bedford. As the recording 
secretary of the Club, I have 
been a member for one third 
of its existence. Thanks to the 
detennination of the prior 
membership, we have retained 
the notes of some of the 
earliest meetings of the Club 
in 1938. It began as a group of 
local hobbyists, with the 
support of a prominent coin 
dealer from Providence. The 
first notes mention the Club 
started by forming a 
committee of interested 
numismatists to see if they 
wanted to have a club! When 
they decided it was a good 
idea, meetings were arranged 


for the 10-12 participants to 
meet weekly. The Club had an 
interesting first year in which 
their meeting schedule was 
interrupted for a couple of 
months by a minor event, the 
Hurricane of 1938, which 
flooded much of southern New 
England. Through tough times, 
like a world war, and good 
times, like the coin club boom 
of the 1950’s and 1960’s, our 
club has continued its original 
premise of getting a diverse 
group of participants together 
and learning more about the 
hobby of numismatics. Since the 
1960’s, the Club has maintained 
a tradition of issuing wooden 
nickels for each of our shows 
and many of the designs have

been displayed in national 
wooden nickel publications. 

We no longer meet 
weekly but the club meets 
monthly with local shows held 
at our meeting site four times a 
year. As a group, we have 
traveled to the US Mint in 
Philadelphia, ANA Conventions 
in New York and Boston, and a 
summer day trip to Cornish, 

NH, the home and studio of 
Augustus St. Gaudens. 

During the time I have 
been a member of the club, our 
membership has fallen as the 
ages and family circumstances 
of our long-time members have 
naturally taken its toll and we 
have seen other clubs in the area 
fold for lack of membership. 
Lately with the interest in 
precious metals and new coin 


designs, times have gotten 
better and new members have 
joined our group.
